The News of Thit Movement South- 
ward From Panama Was Received 
With Keen Interest in Army 
Cirelee in Weehineten. 

Cnlnn, Dec. 15. — A company of ma- 
rines from the United Statos cniisor 
Prairie was landed here Monday morn- 
ing mdeic, the c(»nund of Capt. Sqied- 
Mr U Bttler 4MM imaiediately afarted 
by train tor Panama. The deatinatlon 
of th» marines Is said to be Tavlza, up 
the San Miguel gulf and Tulra river. 

It Is believed that the decision of 
the naval authorities Is to station ma- 
rines at Yavlza may possibly be owing 
to the reports that Ocriombian troops 
haTO been sent in that direction, but 
up to the present time there Is no rea- 
son to l)oliove that any large force Is 
under orders to march on Panama 
from Cauca. The opinion seems to 
prevail that thb few Colombian sol- 
diers seen were probably scouts who 
were endeavoring to learn what pre- 
ventive and protective measures were 
being talien by tho republic of Panama 
and that it was their presence which 
gave rise to the exaggerated mmors 
of a speedy attacic by Colombia on the 
isthmus. It is more likely that the 
movement of marines to Yavlza is in 
conformity with the policy of the na- 
val authorities to concentrate forces 
at points wtilch offer the best facilities 
for getting Immediate information of 
any moTement by Colombian troops 
towards Panama and at the same time 
of affording the marines some relief 
from their confinement to the ships. 
The marines carried with them all re- 
qnisitee for camp life and aleo a nnm- 
of machine guns. 

Washington, Dec. 15.— The news of 
the movement of marines southward 
from Panama, based as It was on the 
reported landing of Colombian troops 
in that part of the isthmus, was re- 
ceived with keen interest in army cir- 
cles where there has been exhibited 
for some time a desire to participate 
with the navy in any military move- 
ments on the isthmus, the general 
staff gave the subject Immediate at- 
(anitlon. There was, however, no out- 
etteie In the shape of orders to troops, 
Chongh the arrival here of Brig. Oen. 
Franklin Bell, stiperintendent of the 
general staff college at liCav'nwortli, 
was regarded as confirming the prevl- 
QOf statenents to the effect that the 
May Is auklng ready to do Its share 
numMnt's. notice. Oen. Bell was 
in consultation with some of the mem- 
bers of the general staff during the 
afternoon. 

VaJIejo, Cal., Dec. 15.— n'he r. port 
that the "entire torpedo flotilla has 
been ordered to Panama" Is not con- 
firmed officially. So far the Perry and 
the Paul Jones are the only torpedo 
boats witli orders to go to the isthmus. 
These two boats are now ready to 
leave for the lower bay of San Fran- 
etaeo, but await the arrival of some )f 
the officers from the east. The cruiser 
New York is now on her way from 
Bremerton to San Francisco and may 
receive orders to go from there to the 
ifd^mus. Commandant McCalla and 
Nayal Constructor Zahm were kept 
busy all Sunday supervising rush or- 
ders for the coaling of the Perry and 
ihe Paul Jonee. , , : .' ;

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 15.— Attorneys 
representing tho Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society of the United States, and 
the heirs of R. 0. .Whayne Monday 
compnanlse^ the «ult. brought to re- 
cover the full amount on life insurance 
policies amounting to $120,000 held In 
the Bt]uitable company. The company 
agreed to pay |90,000 for a r^eaao 
from its obligations: The suit was 
placed on tiriiU Monday. A similar 
suit against the provident Life and 
Savings Co. resulted in a verdict for 
$74 000 in favor of the heirs on Sat- 
urday last. Whayne was a merchant 
well-known, but of only moderate 
means, who at the time of bis death 
carried policies amounting to $270,000.

Nothing: Bnt a Settlement of the Coop* 
ers' Trouble on Acceptable Terms 
Can Preyent the Strike. 



While the Men Are Preparing For a 
Walkout the Officers of ths Union 
Are Endeavoring to Prevent 
It If Possible. 

Chicago, Dec. 16.— Failing in their 
attempt to secure favorable terms for 
the striking coopers, oOlclals of the 
packing trades council Monday decided 
to go ahead with their plans for a gen- 
eral strike of the 30,000 stock yards 
employes. The question of ord^riqg 
the strike will be voted on by the vati- 
ous ui^ons tbia week. Tho movo re- 
clevd approval at the meeting of the 
oleomargerlne workers held Monday 
night. The general strike question 
will be presented to the pork cellar 
men, packers and shippers and can- 
ning department employes Tuesday 
night. Wednesday night it will be con- 
sidered by the sheep butchers, hide 
cellar men. soap workers, cattle butch- 
ers and elevator men and others. 
Thursday night it will be brought up 
at the meeting of the sausage makers. 

The officials of the council declared 
Monday that nothing but a settlement 
of the coopers' strike on terms accept- 
able to the strlkera can prevent a gen- 
eral strike. 

While they are preparing for a walk- 
out the officers of the union are en- 
deavoring to avoid trouble If possible. 
Headed by Michael Donnelly, their in- 
ternational president, the representa- 
tives of employes called on the pack- 
ers Monday. They discussed the de- 
mands of the coopers and the packers 
declared that they were willing to pay 
25 cents an hour. They stipulated, 
however, that what they term "light 
repair work" should be done by boys 
at tlie rate of 15 cents an hour. This 
latter demand of the packers led to 
the breaking off of the conference, the 
men declaring that it would mean that 
60 of the 400 strikers would be thrown 
out of work. Another conference 
arranged for Tuesday. 

WAQE REDUCTiONS. 



About 90 Per Cent, of the U. 8. Steel 
Copporatlon Employee Affeeted. 

New York, Dec. IB. — Hie statement 

was made Monday by a leading official 
of the United States steel corporation 
that, beginning January 1. 1904, about 
90 per cent, of the employes of the 
corporation will suffer wage reduc- 
tions, ranging from IIto to twenty per 
Cent. This reduction will affect about 
150,000 workmen in the verious grades 
of the subsidiary companies. 

The remaining ten per cent of em- 
ployes are members of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron, Bteel and 
Tin Workers, whose wage schedule 
runs to July 1, 1904. 

The finance committee of the steel 
corporation has, it is understood, un- 
der consideration the dismissal of 
many high salaries employes. In addl- 
ttoB to thooo already dlsebarged, but 
no statement on TUt point was iOrtil- 
coming Monday.

To nay that the Kentuctcy Building 
at the Loulalana Piirchaae Bxpoai* 
tion la the most pretentious ever 
erected to repreaent the State at 
either a national or International fair 
Is putting it very mildly. If Kentuck- 
lans have boon anhamod of their 
State buildings at former exposittonfi 
— and there ia no denying this fact — 
the aaaertion may be made without 
fear <rf pontradlction that no dtlxen of 
the State will look upon the Ken- 
tucky Btiilding at the St. Louis 
World'.s Fair vithnut feoIlnK proud )f 
bis nativity and the building whic!i 
marks the dawn of a new era In 
Kentucky's, life. When it waa atated 
that the Kentucky Bolldlat occuplea 
the most commanding of all State 
Btnicturcs on the ground, the writer 
spoko a(l\ iscdly. 11 stands within 
what is commonly known as the main 
pictiirp of the great show, while other 
State buildings are to be fqund a 
half mile ^away,, on the plateau of 
States. It, therefore, occupies a po- 
sition at once the envy and admira- 
tion of cltl/.ons (f sister States. 

SittlnR well back on a lawn, two 
hundred fe«>t wide by three hundred 
and slxty-fl'-e feet long, it ia at an In- 
tersection cf two of the main thor- 
oughfares of the exposition, one 
leading from the Grand Hasin by the 
Palace of Education and the Mines 
BulldiiiK to the United States Fish- 
eries, the other by the Government 
Building and the Metal PaviUon to 
the terrace of Louiaiana Purchase 
States, the palace of Fine Arts, Festi- 
val Hall, the Cascade Gardens and 
tho restaurant pavilions. Can one Irr 
agine a more ideal location? Every 
American citlxen holds tho Oovem- 
ment building aa part hia and when 
visiting an exposition, whether for a 
day or for a month. Includes the 
structure that roprcsonts Fncle Sam 
as many times as possiblo In his tour 
of the grounds. To come to the Gov- 
ernment Building he must aee Ken- 
tucky, It may be Justly assumed, 
then, with all these points of vantage, 
that "Tlio Now Kentucky Homo" will 
be seen by mure people than any 
other building of thla kind at the 
fair. 

There la no describing the Ken- 
tucky Building:. It must be seen to 
havo its l)eauty aijijrtH-iatcd. .\s the 
architect would say, however. It cov- 
ers an area 138 feet by 108 feet, in- 
cluding porches and verandas. 

The building may be aaid to be en- 
tirely surrounded by porches and ve- 
randas. Ev(>ry side is an imi)osinp; en- 
trance, with tho front and the rear 
emphasi>;ed by massive porches. To 
the original plans have been added 
an attractive atoop aa an approach to 
the front porch. Midway between 
this stoop and the wide roadway to 
tho so\ithwpst of the .Mines Building, 
tno lawn takes on the form of a ter- 
riicc. I hi' iieaiiiy of which will be 
heightened, as the blue-grasa, nur- 
tured by the anowa in winter, peeps 
throu.ch its native soil — two car loads 
having l)een transported to Rt. Loul.^ 
for this piiri>f)se — to await the adml"*- 
InK Kaze of the thousands who will 
pass up the Kentucky asphalt walks 
to the hospitality of thla Kentucky 
Home. 

To the right of this lawn Is a cltis- 
fer of beautiful cedars, which rustic 
benches and its cdolintj sluule will 
make an Inviting spot to many visit- 
ors. The walk leads around the 
northwest of the building by the rear 
entrance to the roadway, previously 
described aa running by the Govern- 
ment building to the I>alace of Fine 
Arts, etc. Here at the rear of th" 
building stands several of the large 
trees that made Forest Park, the seat 
of the Bxpoaltion, famous before it 
was determined to commemorate, by 
an exposition, the purchase of tlu^ 
Louisiana territory. Two of these 
trees aeemlngly grow up through the 
porch of the building at the southwest 
comer. The exposition officials, de- 
siring to preserve, as far as possible, 
all these monarchs of the forest, 
would nut have consented to have 
these two trfos removed, had the 
Building Committee of the Ken- 
tucky Bxhlbit Association desired it. 
They give a touch of nature to the 
building which is pleasing to the eye. 



Thlrty-Ilve feet from the rear of the 
Kentucky Home will be other terraces 
and steps leading to the lawn upon 
which is being erectc^, in the shape 
of a five-pointed aUr. the Texas Build- 
ing. 

.The Kentucky Building has three 
Eoers — the flrat to be used as a gen- 
eral reception hall, with a hard floor; 
the aecond ap a ladles' reception hall, 
and the thiadH^lth . tu root garden 
over the porches at every side, as a 
rendesvous* tor thoee who desire to 
study. In birdaeye leaaon, the beauties 
of the grounds. In the center of the 
second and third floors is a light 
well with attractive balustrades en- 
circling, giving to the visitor on the 
flrat floor, looking up, a magnificent 
tdew of the dome, with Its many col- 
ored glasses. In the center of the re- 
ception hall, on the first floor, will be 
Installed exhibits of minerals, fores- 
try, etc. It was at first Intended to 
have a large mosaic map of the- 8tat'>, 
showlqg.by qountles the products an.l 
tesonrees, biit tha Building Commit 
tee, at a meeting early this month, 
decided to abandon the plan of having 
this map and to give the space in a 
more Effective way to the displays 
mentioned. These exhibits will prob- 
ably pierce the llght-well of the sec- 
ond floor. It has also lisen suggested, 
and may be mentioned in this con- 
nection, that the heroic groups, to 
stand on either side of the front en 
trance, be chiseled out of Kentucky 
channel coal. The building, being 
perfectly white, these groups, in their 
blackness, as dark as night, would 
certainly attract attention. 

At each corner of the first floor 
there will be a small room which, 
with the atalrway leading to the aec- 
ond floor, take up the balance of the 
first. At the northwest end of the 
second flour are three rooms, so ar- 
ranged as to be thrown Into one largo 
banqueting ball when deal red. A 
BBiail space on tibe tbhrd floor will be 
reserved as a serving room, with 
communication with the first and sec- 
ond floors by a dumb waiter. Thv> 
third floor has been made as open' 
as possible to connect with the outer 
galleries, formed of the roofs of the 
porches. The roof atxyve the third 
floor — the main roof — will also be ac- 
cessible, and will give the visitor one 
of the Very brst views possible of 
the surrounding grounds. The main 
picture of the exposition — the one 
which correspond* in importance to 
the Court of Honor at the Columbian 
Exposition at Chicago in 189:?— tho 
Cascade Gardens, potiring tVieir mil- 
lions of gallons of water into the 
Grand Basin, with Festival Hall sil- 
houetted against the terraoe of Louis- 
iana Purchase States, a restaurant 
pavilion flanking either end> is easily 
Foen from any of the floors Ot the 
Kentucky Building. 

Festival Hall Is have the most mag 
niflcent pipe organ ever built, one with 
millions of different tones. Sitting 
on the porch of the Kentucky Build' 
ing it will be easy for the visitor to 
hear this wonderful organ. While in 
St. I.ouls tlie early part of this 
month arranging details as to the 
programme 'or Kentucky Day, Thurs 
day, June 2, 1904, the delegation rep- 
resenting the Kentucky Exhibit As- 
sociation called on Col. B. C. Culp, 
secretary of tho Committee on Cere- 
monies, who volunteered to turn 
over to the Exhibit Association Fes 
tival Hall for the night of June 2, and 
to arrange a programme of music to 
suit the fancy of the Kenttickian and 
to be executed on the wonderful in 
atrument installed there.
